Acme of M i s e r y Reached in Disaster 
at San Francisco. 
San Francisco, April 2D.—San Fran­ 
cisco 
now 
is the* city 
desolate. 
It 
seemed that the 
acme of its misery 
was reached 
at dusk, when 
flames 
burst [rom ail sides 
of the beautiful 
Hotel Fairmont, the palace that above 
every other structure was apparently 
most strongly entrenched against the 
attack of the all consuming Are. 
And 
surrounding 
that 
lofty pinnacle 
of 
flame, as far as tile eyes could see to 
the south, to the east and far out to 
the west lay in cruel fantastic heaps, 
charred and smoking, all that remains 
of a once prosperous city. 
All day there was waged an uneven 
struggle between man and unconquer­ 
able 
elements. 
Acre 
after acre 
of 
buildings were reduced to embers and 
ashes, despite the despairing strug­ 
gles of the firemen 
to limit the con­ 
flagration. 
There is a hope t hat the 
worst has been nearly reached and 
that when morning dawns the end will 
be in sight.

Major 
McKeever

livery into the city of ten million gal­ 
lons of water will begin at once. Dur­ 
ing the evening for the first time di 
lect telegraphic 
communication was 
re-established with the outside world

Telegraphic company succeeded in re­ 
storing one of its lines and its m an ­ 
agers hope to tiring its service back 
to normal in a day or two.
